EUROPEAN 
RESERVATIONS. 


To the European resident of 
the Colony, probably the mest 
important aspect of the housing 
question touched upon at Thurs- 
day's meeting of the Legislative 
Council’ was that’ relating to 
Teservations. The gist of Mr. 
Fletcher's remarks regarding 
Government policy on this issue 
was that if Europeans want re- 
servations where they can live 
amongst thelr:own kith and kin, 
they must themselves create 
such reservations, The Govern- 
ment is willing to assist by Brant. 
itg land without auction, but 
Europeans who build upon such 
land must agree not to sell or let 
their houses to non- Europeans 
In other words, reservations will 
.not be created by Ordinance— 
they must be formed by people 
willing to enter into a self-deny- 
ing arrangement by which they 
‘automatically assure for them. 
selves a hone amongst theit own 
kind, 


This statement of Government 
policy, which conforms in main 
fea'ures with the idea we recent- 
ly put forward in these columns, 
is helpful so far as it goes. There 
arc,as Mr. Fietcher says, pedplo 
who will not build unless they 
cau Jater have the option of 
‘selling in the open market. But 
there are many others who are 
net financially in a position to 
build at’ all, who, neverthelesa, 
rightly desire to live amongst 
people of their own’ race, They 
are quite prepared to rent houses 
in w reservation, but they cannot 
get the reservation. Many of 
these are people who, to usa Mr. 
Fletcher's own words, have been 
driven ‘by economic pressure out 
.Of districts in which Europeans 
have lived for many years. The 
Tere granting of land at areason- 
able rate, without auction, does 
not help residents of this type. 
who are ufdoubtedly in “the 
majority amongst the European 
community. Cost of living is 
rising to such an extent these 
daya that the average Evropean 
finds it bard enough to psy bis 
way—be certainly bas not spare 
money to invest in houre pro- 
perty, | ; ' 

What we should Itka to see, 
therefore, is further Government 
aseistence to. such Europesns, 
by meana of loans at a rate of 
inferest which would correspond 
somewhat with the present 
standard of rentals. Some year 
or two ego, the Government jent

A Changing Colony. 


In our loading articla yesterday 
touched briefly on the new 
aspect of things in Hongkong and 
Rowloonincreased rentals, and 
in general a rise in the cost ‘of 
living. This subject deserves 
further examination, for it is 
a disquieting thought that 
the “old dave“ of comfort 
are so rapidly passing: There 


‘fare. wide vistas opened up for 


one’s contemplatios, for the 
change-can be likened to a broad 
stream flowing steadily on, and 
gathering volume and force, as it 
proceeds, from numerous tributa- 
ties by the way. Those ‘feeding 
arteries, as one mint also term 
them, include th higher cost of 
foodstuffs, of wearing apparel, of 
servants, transport, housing ac- 
commodation—in fact of every- 
thing on which money has to be 
spent in the ordinary course of 
one’s ‘life here. From the sea- 
men’s strike to the West River 
unrest, various factors have 


operated to put up’ prices of 
necessaries, and the cost of 
labour (which we shall deal 
with more fully presently) ig 
another grave question in 
the consideration of existence in 
the Colony. Once up, ‘it is re- 
markable how prices refuse to 
come down. Fortunate is it if 
they pause for some considerable 
time before mounting still higher. 
Meanwhile, salaries remain 
practically on the same level that 
they have maintained for several 
years past, Rasiddénts of the 
Calony are, therefore, gradually 
having it brought home-to them 
that Hongkong ‘is no longer the 
Place it used to be, and tha: thera 
‘are no longer the many attrac- 
tions that made the Colony a 
desirable place to live “in, and 
work in, compared with else. 
where. For the small-salaried 
workers, especially among, the 
European community, Hongkong 
seems destined to become in time 
merely a placefarthem to struggle 
along in. with all its former 
tglamour gone. 


Some of the Effects. 


When viewing these changes, 
oue realises that practically noth- 
ing can stop them—now. Pos. 
siblr, something could have baen 
done years ago, by conbihed com- 
munity effort backed up-by the 
Government, to check the worse 
features of the change at their 
very commencement. Something 
might yet be done, thouzh, to 
mitigate the evils that have 
followed the luisses fuire ‘policy 
of the past.’ Originally, we take 
it, this Colony waa.‘'a land fit for 
Britishers to live in “—to alter a 
twell-Known phrase.. That is to 
say, they could dwell here in pos- 
xession of moat ot the comforts 
their homeland could provide, 
and more. But what have the 
years broughtthem’?' A change 
to conditions embracing all the 
discomforts of life, with enhanced 
disadvantages that they would 
not have to face had thay stayed 
at Home. We refer now to 
Europeans, aod to those of low 
salaries. They often bave to lize, 
for one “thing, under conditions 
tbat would not have been tolerated 
by then even ten years ago. It 
is impossible for -Europeans to 
reside amongst Chinese, either as 
near neighbours or co-renters of a 
block of flats, without putting up 


with many things that do not 
accord with their own ideas of 
comfort or sanitation. [t is no 
harsh question of racial differ- 
ences, but of custom. Again, the 
altered conditions affect all’ the 
communities in the end. . For 
example the pogrer Portuguese 
are gradually being forced to 
live under conditions which 
must be foreign to their instincts; 
and many of the Chinese working 
classes are! existing. under coo- 
ditions that ebould not -ba- per- 
mitted. All this is involved 
directly in the housing problem— 
particularly the high cost of 
building. It is “up to” ‘the 
Government to enquire into ‘the 
teason—to smash the labour and 
contractors’ “ringe”. for one thing. 
But we fear thers is little prospect
